Second—The time that can be given to

It therefore seems to mo that instead 


of attempting to prescribe one pro- 
gramme for the exercises of all schools, 
regardless of the ago of pupils, of the 
experience of teachers, and of such ac- 
cessories as good reference libraries, filogi 
of newspapers, official reports of previous 
exhibitions, etc., I should best serve my 
fellow teachers by suggesting a study of 
this subject which contains the material 
for many programmes, and is in itself 
rather suggestive than prescriptive.

'.vi'.'ior.t tho wood having to ho cut uj 
into numerous staves. By this method 
which ia known as the Oncken system, 
tho treo stem is first sawed into lengths 
to suit that of the cask to be made, and 
those lengtlis are boiled for about three 
hours in a closed vessel, which renders 
the wood soft, a cm-rent of electricity 
being also passed through the water dru 
ing the boiling process. Tho log is 
taken from the boiler to the cutting ma- 
chine, in which it is fixed as in a lathe 
jvnd brought up against a long, broad 
cutting blade-; tho log is revolved, the 
knifo automatically approaches it niid 
the sheet of wood passes out to tho rear 
of the machine through an opening in 
the frame just at the edge of the blade, 
as in a plane. 


The sheet of wood is drawn from the 


machine on to a table, where it is cut 
into lengths suitable for the diameter of 
the barrel. The lengths are taken to a 
grooving machine and grooved near the 
edges for receiving the head and bottom 
of the cask. The wood is now put into 
another machine, which cuts long, nar- 
row V pieces, or gussets, out of tho 
edges at intervals, which giye the neces- 
sary double taper to the cask. The 
sheets of wood are finally formed up 
into a cylinder and the first two hoops 
driven on by the machine, thero being 
thus ouly one stave in the cask, and 
GOiisequGiatly only ope joint. Tho bheets 
of wood can receive any degiee of thin 
ness.—Nesv York fc-tin.

They were commended the other day by 
the viceroy to the care and protection of

viewed the advent of the "Fanqui" with 
disapproval. 


He penned a remonstrance, setting 


forth that it would be unsafe to allow 
the earth dragon, who has lain undis- 
turbed since the time of Confucius, to 
bo profanely tampered with. The conn- 
try folk, he explained, were a rough set, 
who, on seeing strange men with strange 
instruments in their hands probing and 
peering into the earth, would be sure to 
be roused to mischief, and as ho pro- 
fessed himself powerless to restrain the 
riot that might ensue, he prayed his ex- 
cellency to reconsider the matter. 


The viceroy took in the situation at a 


Ho wrote in reply to say that, 
inasmuch as tho local official did not 
seem equal to cope with tho bilnation, 
,ie was sending five deputies, with boats 
ind followers, to afford the foreigners 
mfo and suitable escort—all at the ex- 
pense of the remonstrant. Their visit 
,.i said to have cost tho worthy niagis- 
.rate some £750, and sinco then Chang 
Uhih-tung has not been troubled with 
any more remonstrance from the zeal- 
ous defender of the earth dragon.—Man- 
chester (England) Examiner.
